The Qutlook 
For Bretton Woods 


(Editor’s Note: Ralph McGill is en route around 
the world as a member of the American Society 
of Newspaper Editors’ mission in behalf of uni- 

form news freedom, His column will appear as time and communi- 
cations facilities allow.

Very few members of either house of congress have, as yet, come 
out against the Bretton Woods agreement. A larger number appear 
to be definitely for it. But many are holding their tongues. 

This unusual reticence is largely due to the nature of the agree- 
ment. It is long, detailed, and complex, and it covers subjects which 
are not widely understood. Therefore, although the agreement was 
made public last July, few members feel equipped to discuss it. 
And some who probably know how they are going to vote on it are 
reluctant to be drawn into discussion of its details, 

This natural tendency toward caution is perhaps reinforced by 


recollection of the experience of Sen. Taft. Ten days before the 
Bretton Woods agreement was announced, Sen: Taft came out 
against the substance of both of its principal features: both a large 
international monetary fund and the plan for an international 
bank. Now open opposition to the bank has almost disappeared. 
The bankers who are leading the attack are centering their fire 
on the monetary fund. Most of them profess to think that the 
bank would be a good thing. This is probably, in part, a delib- 
erate choice of tactics. If one part of the Bretton Woods agree- 
ment is upset the chances are that the whole thing will fail. The 
real opposition to the international bank may be greater than the 
avowed opposition. 


Two Views When confronted with a problem of this magni- 
tude and intricacy, a conscientious senator or rep- 
resentative is compelled to rely heavily on expert opinion. In this 
case, the government's experts are on one side, and most of those 
connected with the big New York banks and their friends and asso- 
ciates are on the other. A committee of the American Bankers’ 
Association has reported adversely on important features of the 
proposed international monetary fund. It proposes that the fund, 
radically revised, be incorporated into the international bank. 
Whether this represents the rank and file sentiment of bankers 
throughout the country is questioned by the government. 


Some of the weaknesses and dangers which the bankers see in 
the proposed monetary fund are almost certainly there. The suc- 
cess of this, like that of any other large enterprise, will depend 
largely on the wisdom with which it is managed. Reasonable 
competence in management must be assumed. Without it, no in- 
stitution or plan can be expected to survive. 


Moreover, the international monetary and financial schemes 
adopted at Bretton Woods cannot, all by themselves, produce a 
stable international economic order. The government never has 
claimed that they would. But a start has to be made somewhere. 
And in this case, agreement has been reached by representatives 
of more than half the United Nations, not only in principle but in 
concrete detail. 


Few legislators can hope to form truly in- 
dependent opinions on the Bretton Woods 
agreement. The conscientious ones will be compelled to choose 
between experts. As between the experts which represent special 
interests and those which represent the government, most—although 
not all—of those opposed to Bretton Woods are identified with 
special interests. The government’s experts are public servants, 
representing the national interest. 

The first job of the senators and representatives who must vote 
on Bretton Woods is to make up their minds whether the govern- 
ment’s experts are really experts and whether they have acted as 
true representatives of the nation. If both these questions are 
answered in the affirmative, as they almost inevitably must be, 
the opinions of the government’s experts must be given greater 
weight than those of experts representing special interests or of 
the independent experts who have not had the extraordinarily dif- 
ficult responsibility of negotiating an international agreement.

Are We Too Gentle 
With War Prisoners? 


+ 

I have never visited a prisoner of war camp. 

I have never, to my knowledge, seen a prisoner 

of war. That is, during this war. But I have 

heard a lot of conversation about the manner in which we treat 

the prisoners of war held in this country. So let us, this morning, 

discuss the subject and try to bring a little logic and common sense 
to the topic. 

Ninety-nine per cent of the conversation to which I refer has 
been condemnatory of our treatment of these prisoners. Condemna- 
tion because the commentators believe we treat them too well, 
That they are allowed too much liberty, and granted too many 
favors and are too well fed. 

Well, let’s look at the problem. In the first place, the men 
responsible for the guarding, the feeding and the regulations for 
the conduct of our prisoners, are American Army men. Americans, 
almost all, detest and despise the Germans for the frightful crimes 
against a decent world for which they are responsible. It is not 
logical to believe that so many Americans as are involved, in re- 
sponsible positions, in the handling of the POWs would all be 
deliberately pampering and babying these German captives of ours. 

There must be rules and regulations for the handling of POWs. 
There are. International rules. Signed by the different nations, 
meeting at Geneva. We signed that agreement, with others. As 
far as they go, these international rules dictate how we shall treat 
the hundreds of thousands of prisoners now in our hands. 


. You say, however, that Germany, an- 
It Is Our Conscience other signatory to the Geneva conven- 
tions on treatment of POWs, has not lived up to that agreement. 
Probably not. Germany boasts that she signs treaties and agree- 
ments only to observe them as long as she wishes and to break 
them—mere ‘‘scraps of paper’—whenever it appears to her advan- 
tage so to do. 

But what Germany does, in such a case as this, does not dictate 
what we shall do. Because Germany acts the role of liar is no 
reason why we must make ourselves liars, too. That is a matter 
for our own conscience and I, for one, declare that all the foulness 
in which the Nazis have groveled is no reason why I should foul 
myself and betray my own self-respect. 

One of those Geneva rules provides that each nation shall feed 
its POWs just as it feeds its own soldiers. I agree that Germany 
has, in all probability, not lived up to this. The facts in the case 
prove otherwise. The German soldiers we have faced in western 
Europe and-all the other theaters of battle are too husky, too well 
fed, to have lived on the rations that released prisoners of war 
describe. 

But we signed that feeding agreement for control of our own 


conduct, 

: There is, always, the possibility 
Maybe Some Will Learn that some of these Germans have 
enough intelligence to reason from cause to effect, or vice versa. 
They will be shipped back to their own country, when the fighting 
is over. They will go to a country laid waste by the most awful 
hands of wat They will remember the hardness, the rigidity of 
the life they knew in Germany even before the war. They will 
know extreme poverty, hardest toil, hunger and wretchedness, as 
all Germans will know, In the years to come, 

Some of them may have sense enough to remember the com- 
parative comfort of their lives in America, even as POWs, and to 
ask themselves the question, “What must be the delight of life 
for free citizens in a country such as the United States? Wouldn't 
we, eventually, be better off if we forgot our hate, our love of 
war. our dishonor, and tried to make ourselves and our ways of 
life more like America?” 

If only a few young German POWs begin thinking like that, it 
might pay big dividends, someday. 

Don’t mistake me. I am the last person of all to feel sympathy 
for any German. I detest everything for which all Germans have 
made their national name stand. The comfort, the feeding, the life 
of a single German cannot depress the scales against the agony, 
the hunger and the deaths of the millions they have abused. 

But I don’t believe that the Americans charged with the re- 
sponsibility of handling German POWs are apt to be too gentle, be- 
cause I know most of them feel as 1 do. 

There is, however, that set of rules we accepted and signed at 
Geneva. And we are not Germans. We honor our own pledges, 
when we sign the name of Uncle Sam to any agreement it means 
that agreement will be kept. 

At one POW camp the prisoners 
They said they were get- 


[ heard a story the other day. 
sent a complaint to the commandant. 
ting too much meat with their meals. They asked that the meat 
ration be reduced and more potatoes be substituted. And the 
tough old soldier who was the commandant, literally following 
the rules set down for his guidance, replied to them by stating, 
emphatically, that they were getting the same rations American 
soldiers got and, by this and that, they’d eat ’em or do without! 

I don't believe American Army officers are any easier than they 
have to be in their handling of POWs. Anything else just doesn't 
make sense.

Boss Crump Pays 
White House a Visit 


WASHINGTON—Ed Crump, the unofficial 

: mayor of Memphis and Tennessee political boss, 

_ Was a mystery caller at the White House the 

other day. He is said to have been summoned to Washington by 
the President, who conferred with him for some 40 minutes. 

An air of mystery attaches to the Crump visit for the reason 
that, after leaving the White House, he declined to discuss the 
purpose of his call on the President. All leading questions as to 
the nature of his business were studiously shunted aside. Like 
all good political bosses, he wasn’t doing any talking. 

The political know-alls of Washington, however, had a ready 
answer. Crump, it was said, had been called in by the President 
in an effort to straighten out Sen. Kenneth McKellar. veteran 
Tennessean and Crump protege, who has been getting further and 
further off the administration reservation in recent years. 

There are good grounds for suspecting that all of this 


true. 
: Back of it all lies an interesting story. Me 
Interesting Story Kellar wields powerful influence in the sen- 
ate by virtue of his acting chairmanship of one of the most impor- 
tant committees in the chamber—the committee on appropriations. 
Over the years he has been able to place many senators under 
obligation to him through his ability to kill or increase various ap- 
propriations in which individual members are interested. That 
has made it difficult for many senators to oppose him when he 
veers off on an anti-administration course. 
Up until a few years ago McKellar had one of the best admin- 
istration voting records in the senate. He was what might be called 
a straight-party man. He usually went down the line with the 
White House on most everything the President wanted. 

Only lately has he begun to veer away. He was one of the 
leaders in the fight against confirmation of former Vice President 
Wallace as secretary of commerce, which was regarded as some 
what unusual in view of his record; and he was one of the spear- 
heads in the attack on the nomination of Aubrey Williams as head 
of the Rural Electrification Administration. 

McKellar, a man of tenacious opposition when his animosities 
are aroused, has all but left the administration reservation of late. 
Politically, he is about to reach the stage where he is opposed to 
anything the President proposes, outside of the war effort. 


may be 


a The reason for all of this is said to turn on his long- 
Lilienthal Standing feud with David Lilienthal, head of the 
Tennessee Valley Authority. McKellar has been out to get Lilien- 
thal and clip TVA’s wings for vears. Usually he has been frustrated. 

About a year or so ago McKellar is said to have gone to the 
White House and wrung a promise from Mr. Roosevelt to ditch 
Lilienthal at the expiration of his present®term. At least the Ten- 
nessee senator claims to have obtained such a commitment from the 
President. 

Whether the President actually made such a commitment or not 
seems immaterial. He does seem to have made an effort to shift 
Lilienthal to another government post, but the TVA chairman pre 
ferred to remain where he was. 

At any rate, as the story goes, Mr. Roosevelt later informed 
Sen. McKellar that he would be unable or unwilling to oust Lilien- 
thal. McKellar has been sorer than a wet hen ever since, venting 
his spleen by opposing a lot of administration acts which he other- 
wise might have been expected to support. 

The President's concern over McKellar’s growing defection is 
said to be not so much in relation to Lilienthal, who soon is slated 
to be given another ten-year term, as it is with the fate of the world 
security pact to be worked out at the coming San Francisco con- 
ference. 

Because of the senator’s position of influence in the senate, Mr. 
Roosevelt is afraid that McKellar may organize a bloc to defeat that 
treaty just as a little band of “willful” men did in connection with 
the Treaty of Versailles after the last world war. His present pique 
might conceivably carry him that far. 

And so, as the story goes, Ed Crump, the Tennessee political 
boss, was called in to try to straighten McKellar out before he 
leaves the reservation completely. Crump, like most of the big 
city bosses, is a realist of the old school. He supports the party 
line. If anyone can handle McKellar he can, because he provides 
the votes by which the senator is re-elected each time. And Mc- 
Kellar comes up again next year. 

It will be interesting to see how the senator acts after the Crump 
White House visit,

The Veter- 
ans’ Administration has nothing 
to say about what schools go. on 
the list. It has to take any list 
‘of institutions furnished by the 
“appropriate agency of each state” 
—presumably the state education 
department. The V. A. has been 
given the right to add schools, but 
it can’t remove any from the lists 
submitted. 


So do anything you can to see 
that your state list is kept clean. 
Even if you aren’t interested in 
training or education for yourself, 
you may help some fellow ex-serv- 
ice man, if you use your influence 
to prevent padding of your state 
list of approved schools. Please 
don’t sit there with an opinion on 
your face. You have no influence? 
Say, today anyone with a vote 
and a voice has influence. 

Another thing. The V. A. has 
started to set up a system, and is 
now enlarging it, which will afford 
“vocational guidance.” Yeah, I 
know. My reaction was just the 
same as yours. “Vocational guid- 
ance.” Could only be _ theoreti- 
cal—a waste of time—was my 
thought. But, honest, it’s O. K. 
It’s very useful. 

H. V. Stirling, director of the 
education section of the V. A., sug- 
gests that all veterans seek vo- 
cational guidance if at all possible. 
The Veterans’ Administration 
won’t insist that you get this serv- 
ice, but an ounce of suggestion 
should be worth a pound of lure. 

Disabled vets can get this guid- 
ance and their travel costs for 
nothing. Already some of the best 
schools in the country are ready 
and qualified to give this voca- 
tional guidance. They charge a 
fee. 

The V. A, will pay the fee for 
you (disabled or not). If you 
aren’t disabled and if your home 
doesn’t happen to be in the same 
town with one of these schools 
you'll have to travel the uncom- 
fortable distance between the two 
points at your own expense. But 
it’ll be worth it. Find out scien- 
tifically if you are suited to the 
work you are choosing. Find out 
if the field is overloaded. Find 
out what you are suited for. 

Sounds like a radio commercial, 
but it isn’t. Maybe you don’t want 
to go back to high school or gram- 
mar school. A bunch of kids—and 
you're grown up now. But there’s 
plenty of other training and edu- 
cation that will help you build a
